from the owner . It has been the experience of the 
mundkärs that the owners are reluctant of the 
such N.O.C.s. In the result, the mundkar has not 
been able to obtain the benefits of National Tech 
nology Mission as also the Government scheme of 
providing low cost sanitation ,
